HSumnarp of News from the Far East. 


JAPAN, 
KANAGAWA. 

Dates are to the 7th August. On the 6th the British Ad- 
miral Kuper left in tho Euryalus, with the Pearl, Argus, 
Perseus, Coquette, Racehorse, and Havoc accompanying the Eurya- 
lus. The object of the expedition was supposed to be the 
enforcement of the claims made by the British Government 
on the Prince of Satsuma. Colonel Neale and his staff ac- 
companied the expedition. 

Although the news received via San Francisco from Japan is 
later than the present mail advices, the information to hand 
suffices to qualify the American telegraphic announcement that 
British men-of-war which left Yokohama to punish the Damios, 
had been repulsed, and returned with considerable loss, 
Half of the British fleet had sailed for Kagosima, which is in 
Kiusiu, the most southern of the four islands which constitute 
the Japanese empire, It is at Kngosima, near Cape Chikakoff, 
that Prince Satsuma has a castle, and this it is proposed to 
attack, It will be recollected that we pointed out this placo 
some months ago as likely to be attacked and-destroyed by our 
ships-of-war, as a measure of vengeance upon Satsuma. The 
expedition sent against it consist of seven vessels, while other 
seven remain in harbour at Yokohama. Previous to this 
expedition, the following were the men-of-war in the harbour 
of Yokohama on August 1st :—Her Britannic Majesty’s vessels 
Euryalus, Pearl, Perseus, Encounter, Havoc, Kestrel, Bouncer, 
Hesper, Coromandel, Argus, ‘Racehorse, Centaur, and Coquette. 
His Imperial Majesty's vessels :—Semiramis, Dupliex, and 
Monge. The United States vessels :— Wyoming and Jamstown ; 
and His Netherlands Majesty’s ship, Medusa. 

The Japan Herald says:—“The Coquette had returnod from 
her cruise through the Inland Sea, All the sens tion about 
her has come to nought. She entered the Inland Sea 
by the Bungo Channel, passed up and anchored in front of 
Cho-fhou for some hours; did not go through the Straits ; 
cruised along the shores of Suwo, Aki, Bingo, Bitjou, Bizeu, and 
Arima; anchored off Hiogo, aud returned through the Kino 
Channel, without having encountered the slight: st adventure, 
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The Tycoon had returned to Yedo by sea on July 8let in 
the Jinkee, attended by three other steamers, thus dispelling a 
rumour that had gained ground with foreign residents that he 
was detained in durance vile by the Mikado at Miako. His 
visit to the spiritual Emperor is of course calculated to produce 
the impression amidst the natives that the decree for the ex- 
clusion of foreigners is the issue of their joint deliberations. 
Changes had been made in the Government at Yedo, by which 
the party least hostile to foreigners retires from office. Some 
time after the first attack on foreign vessels at Shimonoaski, a 
member of the Second Council of State called upon Colonel 
Neale. On being asked whether he had any communication 
to make, he replied in the negative. Colonel Neale then told 
him that, if he had no communication to make, he, at least, had 
one to reccive, which was to the effect that if the Japanese 
made such a bad use of the steamers we had sold them as to 
fire on merchant vessels, we should have to take them all back, 
It is feared that this statement will check the demand for Eng- 
lish steamers which has lately been springing up in Japan. 

A most unprovoked assault had been committed upon a party 
of gentlemen at Kanagawa by ‘an armed Japanese, and they 
had been compelled in self defence to use their pistols. The 
particulars of this affair are, we believe, simply these. A party 
of several residents and visitors were down at Kanagawa, and 
having enjoyed a lounge at the rest-house on the top of the 
hill, they were preparing to return homeward, some of the party 
in a boat, three on horseback. These three were already mounted 
and had started homewards, when they thought to give 
some of the heaviest of their habilaments into the charge 
of the others who were proceeding in the boat. For this 
purpose they turned into an open jetty, and were returning 
into the main road, when they were accosted in an 
insulting and threatening manner by an armed Japauese. 
One of the party asked him “what was the matter?” when he 
drew his sword and rushed at him. They endeavoured to pass 
on to avoid any disturbanco, but the jetty being narrow and 
blocked up by stumps of old trees, the fellow continued to en- 
deavour to get nearer them, slashing at them with his sword. The 
one whom he was most immediately assaulting then fired at him, 
but his pistol missed fire. The man repeated his mad onslaught 
upon one of the others. They being brothers, and the eldest 
seeing the life of his brother in jeopardy, fired his pistol, at the 
Some moment the other fired also, and the mau’s course appear- 
ing to be arrested, they were able to pass onward. 

Her Majesty’s Consul had advised British residents to abstain 
from these excursions. In his circular on the subject, he 
states—“ It is a matter of deep regret that visits to localities 
within the treaty limits should no longer be safe and pleasurable 
as they ought to be, still this state of things ought not to exist 
in a country convulsed by internal dissensions, where the very 
presence of foreigners is made the stalking-horse of the most 
envenomed political feuds. The position of a place within the 
treaty limit dues not justify private individuals in incurring 
unnecessary peril in resorting to it, or of exposing, for their per- 
sonal gratification (however innocent under ordinary circum- 
stances), the political and commercial relations of their own go- 
vernment, and the communities they belong to, to grave and 
difficult complications,” 


The British Cemetery was being put in order. As far back 
as the commencement of January last, at a meeting of British 
residents on Church matters, the very disgraceful condition in 
which tho burial ground then was, was brought under considera- 
tion by Mr. J.C. Fraser, The then Consul, Captain Vyse, said 
he had long had the matter under consideration, and had caused 
plans to be prepared, &¢., and had communicated with the 
Governor, “but nothing had been done.” Nor was anything 
likely to be done so long as we relied on the ever procrastinated 
promises of the Japanese authorities. Mr, Von Brandt, the 
newly arrived Prussian Consul, happily went the right way to 
work, and eschewing all idea of reliance upon the hope to induce 
the Japanese to perform their consideration, for which we pay 
them sume enormous rental, he sent round amongst the resi- 
dents subscription and donation lists, which were liberally 
responded to, the donations amounting to $355, and the annual 
subscription list to $301. The immediate objects are the 
repair of the outside fence, the erection of a stone gate-way and 
a porter’s louse, the clearing the ground, the formation of 
proper paths, and the repair of the tombs ; the planting of 
flowers and shrubs will be postponed till next spring. The 
sum collected appears sufficient for all these purposes, and 





Messrs. Brandt and Van der Voo, the working committee, have 
already effected a vast improvement in the ground. 

Several changes had taken place in the various Consulates. 
Captain F. H. Vyse had been removed to Hakodadi, and Dr, 
©. A. Winchester, on the Ist of April, took his post as Consul 
at Kanagawa. Colonel [Neale, having regard to the increased 
and increasing business of the Consulate, had] appointed M. O. 
Flowers, Esq., Acting Vice-Consul, pending the approval of the 
Foreign-office. Mr. Morrison had returned to his post at 
Nagasaki. Mr, Von Brandt, who was formerly attached to the 
Prussian Embassy which concluded in 1860-1862 treaties with 
China, Japan, and Siam, tookcharge of the Prussian interests, as 
Consul, on Jan.1. There already, we believe, are seventeen 
Prussian subjects registered. D. de Graeff von Polesbrook, Esq.,. 
long resident at Yokohama as Consul, has taken charge of 
Netherlands Acting Covsul-General. 

The following is a translation of the proclamation issued 
by Admiral Jaurez referred to in the account published in our 
last :-—" 

“The French Admiral makes it known to the inhabitants of Nangato- 
that their Prince Matsdaira Daizen no Daibo, having shot at a vessel 
under the French flag the other day without any reason, he, the Admiral,. 
considering this a grave insult done to his country, comes to day to 
punish this Prince for his insolence. However, the Admiral, not having 
the intention of hurting the peaceable tuhabitants of Nangato, neither 
them nor their families, nor to cause them any damage so long as they do 
not offer him any resistance, invites the said inhabitants not to have any 
fear. So far from having anything to fear from us, on the contrary, those 
who will come on board the French ships will be received with kindness, 
as always bas been the case with the Japanese, particularly since a treaty 
of friendship has been concluded between the two empires. Those who 
bring provisions will be properly remunerated. This notification is pre- 
sented with kind intentions, French date: 7th month, 19th day, 1863, 


Japanese date: 6th month, 4th day, Srd year of Boenkiou.— Signed, 
C. Jaurez.” 


Exchange had fluctuated a good deal. An important and 
beneficial change in the medium of the business with Shanghai 
had, by the perseverance of some few of the houses, been 
brought about. Bills of Exchange in Shanghai Taels, upon that 
place, are now the rule, instead of being nearly unknown, and 
quite the exception, as they were during the season 1861-62. 
In that year Bills of Exchange were drawn on Shanghai in 
Mexican Dollars, at a discount on the draft. This question had 
been agitated since the commencement of the preceding March, 
and the practicability of doing so was pretty generally acknow- 
ledged by the commencement of July. During this month but 
small business was done. In August and September there was 
an increased demand to money, and good business done at 
steady rates. In October a good business was done at higher 
rates, and slightly more fluctuating. In November the rates 
were more steady and a good business was done. In December 
a large amount of transactions were closed. In January the 
business declined, and in February and March only a very 
moderate amount was effected, and rates were exceeding fluc- 
tuating. In the succeeding month of Aprila fair business, 
partly attributable to the establishment of the banks (to which 
we shall refer more at length hereunder), and partly to the 
political state of affairs, was done. In May there was a fair 
business, principally in taels and sterling, In June only a very 
moderate amount of business was done, owing to the extent to 
which the political atmosphere was overcast during the earlier 
part of the month. 

The church, which should have been finished months ago, is 
still far from ready for occupation. The edifice, when com- 
pleted, will have convenient sittings for 180 persons. There 
was originally a mal-construction in the roof, by which the 
safety of the whole building was imminently imperilled ; the ill- 
results of this are said to bo almost, if not entirely, obviated 
by long iron rods introduced into the roof, and now tying the 
walls together. Six large Ktaki wood pillars have been recently 
added to prevent further lateral pressure and give full support 
to the heavy roof. Steps are being taken for placing in the 
church a memorial window to the ill-fated C. L. Richardson. 

Municipal affairs at Yokohama were at a dead lock. “Hap- 
pily,” says the Japan Herald, “the settlement is founded on a 
gravelly soil which somewhat absorbs the deleterious fluids 
which are fermenting in the drains around. Unfortunately the 
community is like the gravel, and the different composing 
bodies take a long time to fit into one another.” 

A general gloom had been cast over this settlement by the 
sudden and unexpected death of Edward Rigby, Esq., a partner 
in the house of Ross, Barber, and Co. The deceased gentleman. 
had been somewhat unusually exposed to the heat and the sun, 
which induced an indisposition, at first treated as but of little 
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consequence, indeed, on the following day, he was able to be 
with his friends at the club; it however terminated fatally in 
three days. 

NAGASAKI. 

From this port we have dates to the 12th August. The 
Governor of Nagasaki having resigned on account of the re- 
strictions placed upon foreigners, the appointment was offered 
in turn to two of the highest Princes, but refused by both. 
Two Diamios were then sent down as commissioners, but after 
visiting the men-of-war in harbour, and taking a general survey 
of affairs in the place, they also refused to assume charge. The 
old Governor returned on the 8th, and, it would appear, recoived 
peremptory orders to require the instant departure of all 
foreigners from the port. He immediately communicated with 
the Consuls and commanders of the men-of-war in harbour, 
and after a consultation with them decided on awaiting further 
orders from the Mikado. 

Nothing is being done. Trade has ‘come to a stand still, 
exports not being obtainable. On the 5th avery heavy gale 
was blowing, and there was every indication of a typhoon to 
the eastward in the vicinity of Kanagawa. 

There had been four fatal cases of cholera on board the 
Russian gun-boat America, There had not, however, been any 
trace of the disease on shore. The native merchants still 
hesitate to bring their goods into market, but, despite the 
apprehension felt by the Japanese, the forcign residents con- 
tinue to live on shore. It is, however, probable that they will 
have to betake themselves to the shipping in port. There were 
three men-of-war in harbour: viz, the Rattler, Leopold, and 
America, 20 merckant vessels and one foreign steamer. 

On the 9th August an order was received from Miaco to the 
effect that in future no Princes or Daimios are, upon any pre- 
text whatsoever, to purchase any foreign craft, whether 
merchant vessels or men-of-war, 


CHINA. 
PEKING. 

From Peking we hear that Maou-hung-ping has been gazetted 
Governor-General of the provinces of Kwangtung and Kwangsi. 
He is said to be a young man of much ability, aud is probably 
one of the Tseng Kwofan’s proteges, s0 many of whom have 
proved good officers. Since the Danish treaty was sigued 
nothing of consequence has transpired in the capital. 

SHANGHAI. 

The London Mail of June 26th arrived on August 11th. The 
dates from Shanghai are down to the 20th. 

The Friend of China says :- 

“There is hardly an engineering establishment in town, we 
believe, but holds tho Imperial Government heavily iu debt for 
repairs to steamers. Applications for payment are met week 
after weck with stop a little—stop! Great was the disgust, 
therefore, the other day when it became known that Messrs, 
Turner and Co.’s hypothecation, on the newly-arrived steam 
Taiping hunter Thule (or Tool, for shortness), to the extent of 
42,000 taels, was liquidated by Mr. Lay’s orders, at the Haiquan 
Bank in hard coin.” 

The following from the North China Herald details Major 
Gordon's movements since wo last wrote :— After the taking 
of Wokong, in which city we remained only eight or nine hours, 
we set out on our return to Quinsan, leaving the city in charge 
of mandarin troops. On our way back, finding that there were 
not sufficient men to hold the Kahpoo stockades, Gordon deter- 
mined to remain there himself, with 100 of the Ningpo batta- 
lion and a good supply of ammunition, until the mandarins sent 
more of their men. He returned himself the next day to 
Quinsan, and the troops followed three days afterwards. Gordon 
went on at once to Shanghai, but, receiving news of Burgevine 
having joined the rebels, rode back the same night, and, taking 
150 men, went to the stockadesI have already mentioned towatch 
the enemy. The first night after his arrival he was attacked 
by a force accompanied by a good number of Europeans, but 
Gordon’s men beat them off in good style. The following day we 
sent him a reinforcement of 200 men, and svon after their arrival 
the rebels again attacked him, led, it is believed, by Burgevine. | 
At any rate, they had a 12-pound howitzer, which the latter | 
had brought with him, and which belongs rightly to the Im- 
perial Government. They had two ponies harnessed wo it, and 
moved it about capitally, but they could gain no advantage. 
The day following, Gordon marched out in the face of sume of 
10,000 rebels, took and destroyed two strong stockiles, and | 

- broke down several of their bridges, There need be no appre- 








hension as to our holding Quinsan. If the rebels uttuck us, 


they will get a lesson which will effectually deter them from 
any further attacks. Two Europeans were arrested, and brought 
into Quinsan by the mandarins. They were on their way to 
join Burgevine, but walked into some stockades held by Ching, 
by mistake, and are to be sent to Shanghai. One of them, 
lately in this service, is a discharged soldicr.” 

The utmost support seems to be afforded to the gallant 
major by the British general, in the way of marching troops 
over the country within the 30-mile radius. We are glad to 
have heard no further hints as to Gordon’s proposed resignation. 
It is certain that if unfair treatment compels him to resign his 
command, few British officers would be found willing to succced 
him, aud a great portion of our support would be drawn from 
the Imperial cause. The rebels might then repeat their 
encroachments until they menaced Shanghai, when the whole 
programme of the last two years would have to be repeated. 

We regret to notice the death of Mr. Cunningham, Superinten- 
dent of the Shanghai (American) Steam Company. 

One of the steamers of the company, the Che-kiang has had 
her trial trip at Hong Kong. The following is a list of the

Pembroke, 241 tons, Cooperfcommander, plying between the 
coast ports, Japan, Tientsia, &c. 

Teat-lee, tug boat. 

The company had another steamer called the Surprise 
(paddle), which was run into and sunk by the Mu-Quong on 
her way down the Yangtze, just after getting afloat. 

The Mu-Quong ran ashore near Hankow, in October last, aud 
was got off in May, 

The tug steamer Fame was announced ready for towing pur- 
poses. A court of inquiry had been held on the loss of the 
Ocean Muil, which resulted as follows :—Tho court, after somo 
deliberation, gave the following judgment :—That the loss of 
the Ocean Mail was to be attributed to want of sufficient caution 
on the part of the pilot in keeping her too close to the North 
Bank, and not having kept his lead going. ‘Ihe court severely 
censured him for this carclessucss, Tho mastcr was also to 
blame for not seeing the lead properly hove, when suspicious 
that she was too close to the bank, But the court considered 
that he did his best to save the wreck and the lives of those on 
board after the ship struck. 

We extract from the Friend of China, the following items :— 

“The Chinese authorities have printed placards in English, offering a 
reward of 3,000 tavls for Burgevine dead or alive, and promise free preten 
toany Judases of his force who will deliver him into their hands. Burge- 
vine must feel highly flattered. Thirty pieces of silver was all that the 
Jews offered for the betrayal of a better man than he. 

“ PAOCLAMATION. 

«The undersigned being informed that a number of persone have been 
led away under false pretences by the American named Burgevine to join 
the rebels at Soochow, this is to give notice to all foreigners that the 
undersigned will, on delivery of the said Burgevine, whether alive or ead, 
into his custody, or that of his officers, immediately pay over to the per- 
sons so doing, the sum of 9,000 taels; and he further guarantees them 
against any further proceedings on account of their previous connection

A letter to the Friend of China of 12th August, writes as 
follows :— 

“The month of August has, up to date, eon cool and 
pleasant ; and at night we can enjoy a refreshing slecp, - nich 
is a great blessing after such trying weather as tho latter varts 
of June and July were. 

“I regret much to inform you that two of our comm inity 
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lave gone to that bourne from whence no traveller returns. 
‘The first was Mr. Hay, of the house of Fletcher & Co., who died 
after a short illness of three days ; and yesterday Mr. Gingell, 
our respected British Consul, breathed his last at the Consular 
residence, Both these gentleraen were altended by Dr. Faulkner, 
who exerted all his skill to save ; but, alas! of no avail. Mr. 
Gingell was buried this morning in the now cemetery, and the 
greater part of the community attended his funeral. The flags 
of all nations are at half-mast. 

“We were visited by a heavy squall, accompanied with 
thunder aud much lightning, the day before yesterday. Much 
damage was caused amidst the junks and small craft ; but it 
was not of long duration, and we have again fine, clear weather, 
pleasantly cool,—thermometer ranging about an average of 88. 

“A large subscription has been made for Madame Pearson. 
Her husband was much involved, and I fear the creditors will 
not get 50 cents on the dollar, 

“Tho lugger May is detaincd by the Commissioner of Cus- 
toms. I believe she is owned by one of your Shanghai large 
houses, aud you may depend on it she is justly detained, other- 
wise we would have some ‘hoggish’ growls.” 


KUI-KIANG. 
A proclamation has been issued by ‘Tsang-kwo-fan, Governor- 


‘General of the two provinces of Kiang-se and Keang-soo, 


relative to the tea duties levicd in those provinces. It has been 
the practice apparently to give mandarin buttons to large 
contributors, but these seem to be at a discount among the tea 
merchants at the riverine ports, who have adopted a plan of 
selling their duty receipts at the rate of 16 per cent. to more 
aspiring individuals. Tho consequence has been that the 
receipts, instead of being held to a large amount by a few 
wealthy merchants, have passed into the hands of a considera- 
ble number of individuals, who on the strength of possessing 
them, besiege the Government with applications for buttons. 
Pending the receipt of instructions from Peking, Tsang-kwo- 


* fan has taken the wise and proper step of forbidding all appli- 


cations for buttons in reward of contributions; which, as he 
wisely observes, will insure a proper respect for honour- 
able distinctions, Mandarin rank cannot be expected to 
be. held in high estimation, when it is conferred on 
arwan for the simple reason that he happens to be a heavy 
tax-payer, aud by the abuse even of ?this system, is purchasable 
by the moneyed aspirant for rank ” We do not clearly under. 
staud whether the “local duty” which it is intended to levy 
in future is to be in addition to the war tax, on account of the 
existence of which the Governor states he has hitherto held it 
suspended ; or is an increase to that tax levied under a different 
name. But, as the amount proposed is considerably less than 
the “local duty” authorised by the Board of Revenue, we 
presame it is to be levicd in addition to the existing war tax, 
and is a punishment to the merchants for having made light of 
the Impezial decorations. 
NINGPO. 

Trom Ningpo we hear that the piratical flcet which had, as 
reported in our last issue, attacked and plundered a trading 
vessel belonging to an English firm, has been destroyed by four 
of our vessels of war in Hangchow Bay, after some resistance. 
No lives were lost, with the exception of a man who fell into 
the water, and was carried away by the current. 


AMOY, 

A letter from this place says :— 
“We find it very hot in summer, The present one has been 
ally so, and the consequence is cholera has made its 
appearance among the inhabitants, more especially the native 
portion, Several Europeaus have died from it, and one died 
the day before yesterday of sunstroke.

KONG KONG. 

The mail of July 10 arrived on the 17th August (38 days) ; 
and the French mail steamer, with London dates to July 17, 
arrived on the 26th August (40 days). The vessels of both 
the P. and O. Compary and French Company are working 
with great regularity and despatch. 

The following account of the Clock Tower is from the Ching 
Mail :—“The Hong Kong Clock Tower will forma very good 
subject for sober discussion on a wet Sunday afternoon, The 
question of ‘ Who is to blame?” might be languidly put, and any- 
body could yawn out an insipid reply to it. In case anyoue who 
cares to know anything about the facts of the case be still in 
ignorance, we will give the solitary individual the benefit of 
our information, while we deliberately bore our five thousand 
three hundred and twelve other readers, ‘The subject is so 
slow that we almost hope that we may make some mistake 
which an excellent correspondent will correct in a lively com- 
munication. We are not certain but that, to give the matter ani- 
taation, we may wilfully tread on some pcople’s toes. It seemsthat, 
years ago, that potent orgauisation called a public meeting was got 
together, and the result of the confluence was a general uu- 
derstanding that Hong Kong should possess a public clock duly 
elevated in a tower. ‘The idea was good, as we who enjoy the 
fruits of that convention are well aware. The English houses 
backed up tho plan with money, aud were followed by others. 
The banks did not subscribe, as the agents have not authority 
to apply the sharcholders’ money to the building of clock 
towers. The managers themselves, being mercly on salaries, 
did not sec their way to a personal mulct, especially as their 
employers had not given a cent, The fact, we think, reflects 
upon the banking houses here, and, indeed, is not a pleasant 
one to the respective agents—at least, we cannot suppose it to 
be so. A sum having been raised sufficient to go on with, plans 
were advertised for, and the successful drawing was handed round 
to assist the canvass for subscriptions. ‘The matter dragged along 
for various reasons, among which was the want of a site. The 
present site was at length decided upon, and the tower built, and 
opened with a small display of fireworks, which would have been 
larger had not the Postmaster-Gencral had a heavy English mail 
awaiting despatch on the following day. Captains Quin and 
Jarman accordingly appeared on the scene, accompanied by a 
justice of the peace, who had shortly before been sworn in, aud 
was that night considerably sworn at. Nevertheless the inter- 
ference was so far successful as to prevent four chains of 
crackers from being let down from the four corners of the 
structure and then Iet off. Some display, however, was 
achieved, the police not being able to get into the tower. The 
principal actors on both sides finally saw eye to eye, and wound 
up, we have heard, in the Picnix Club, with a sandwich and 
a gluss of ginger brandy and tonic water. So opeued the clock- 
tower ou the 31st of December, 1862, at 12 o'clock midnight. 
If there was difficulty in opening the tower, it has been 
nothing to the difficulty that yet stands in the way of closing 
the accounts, ‘The contractor is short 2,956 dollare ; the 
architect has ‘cumshawed’ his services, and tho clock, worth 
$2,000 more, has been given over asa free gift. Who is to 
keep faith with the contractor? He is actually at this moment 
out of pocket with the precious clock-tower. The potent public 
meeting which appointed a treasurer and gave orders to proceed 
with the work, was composed of men now in England or 
America, Messrs. J. Dent, Lyall, Beckwith, aad Brodersen are 
the absentecs; Messrs. Cleverly and D, Lapraik are left bloom- 
ing alone, to shake bands with cach other in a spirit of mutual 
congratulation, Will anybody solve the difficulty? A sub- 
scription list is being sent round, but we do not yet know with 
what success. Moncy, of course, will put everything to rights, 
and we hope, for the respeciability of the town generally, 
that the spectacle of an unpaid Chinese cuntractor 
may be removed from our gaze. So far as we were 
able to perceive on glancing over the list of subscribers, one- 
half of the community is scarcely represented ; this should be 
seen to, as no section of society cau havo much influence that. 
keeps in the background wien money is being raised for a public 
object. We are in hopes that the sum required way be in a 
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fair way of being mate up before this article appears, because 
we kuow aman who is ready to say tha: he intended to have 
given something, but that, after that article in the Evening 
Hail, he will not give a cent, not liking the idea of being 
driven to subscribe. If we advised pecple not to give a penny, 
he would probably applaud our discernment ; but we respect- 
fully submit that such a course is not open ; that the debt is in 
some measure a pubiic disgrace ; aud that many people have 
talked about the tower with considerable authority who have 
not come forward with a subscription,” 

A letter about the clock-tower has appeared in our columns 
with the signature “A” appended, So far as we can under- 
stand the writer, he wishes to know whether the clock-tower 
committee have not miswanaged the matter, “A.” docs not 
say whether he has already subscribed, nor does he say whether 
tho is ready to sub-c:ibe, if satisfied that there has been no 
mismanagement. However, we are promised a copy of the 
accounts, which will be published, and will be happy to go over 
with © A.,” item by item. 

Since we last wrote, we have heard that the manager of the 
Chartered Mercantile Bank has behaved rather liberally in the 
matter, and those who know him will not be surprised to hear 
it. He has, in fact, taken steps to place the banks in a better 
states than they now occupy in this matter 

As we promise to place the clock tower accounts before 
the public, we now redeem our pledge. We shall be happy to 
hear from “A,” and to explain any point about which he may 
‘have doubts :—

‘editor of the Duily Press, has resulted in an apology as usual. 
It is to be hoped that this is the last libel absurdity for at 
least a year. We take the following from the China Mail :— 
“The case of Fernandez v. Murrow came on before a special 
jury, After counsel had been heard for the plaintiff, the Acting 
Chief Justice suggested that probably an amicable arrangement 
could be made; and the interval for lunch was accordingly 
extended, in order to let parties come to a friendly understand- 
ing out of Court. On the Court resuming its sitting, the 
counsel for the defendant said he was then in a position to 
relieve the jury from further trouble iv the matter. The 
Attorney-General said he had it in instructions from his client 
to offer to the defendant an apology ; and in doing so, ke 
would say that, from documents which had just been submitted 
to him, he was «atisfied that the plaintiff should not have had 
any imputations cast upon his character. His client and him- 
self had put a different construction upon what had been written, 
but he would not then say what that construction was, From 
the very first he had instructions to speak respectfully of the 
Plaintiff, and he ‘was now prepared to say that his client did

not any longer believe in the truth of the statrments which had 
appeared in his paper regarding Mr. Fernandez. If he had had 
access to the documents which had that day been produced, 
his client would not have brought the matter into Court.—Mr. 
Pollard, on behalf of Mr, Fernandez, expres<ed himself satisfied 
with the statement of the defendant, and begged that the same 
publicity should be given to the retraction as had been given to 
the libel —The Attorney-Genoral said that his client would fail 
most grossly in his duty as a public journalist, if he omitted to re- 
port a case in which he himself was concerned. Mr. Pollard 
requested that the namo of the writer of the libel might be 
given up. This was evidently the most difficult p:ll to swallow, 
but the defendant made a “ bolt of it,” saying thit there were 
circumstances in which it would be wrong for a journalist. to 
give up a writer's name, while there were other circumstances 
where it would be wrong to withhold it. ‘The present, of 
course, belonged to the latter class, and the world was accord- 
ingly informed that Pio Marques was the perpetrator of the 
alleged libel. We condole with our contemporary on being so 
far reduced as to give up the names of his correspondents, It 
was too bad to erucity Mr. Marques in open court, 











COCHIN ‘CHINA. 

Advices from Saigon to the 18th of August furnish the 
following information :— 

“ Admiral La Grandiere, who is at the head of the Freach admin- 
istration in Cochin China, visited the King of Cambodia, the de- 
clared enemy of the Emperor Tu-Duc and the result of his visit has been 
most satisfactory. The French are now by treaty in possession of the 
rights of commerce with that vast country; they are authorised to work 
allthe immense forests gratuitously, if for the service of the French 
Government, and on payment of a small royalty for private commerce. A 
French resident agent is to be established at Hondon, and that post has 
been confided to a surgeon in the navy, well acquainted with the habits of 
the country, and who will exercise a twofold influence—by- his diplomatic 
relations, and by the practice of his surgical ski.l. Cambodia is the only 
country ‘of the extreme East in which Christianity has been always 
tolerated, and M. Michel, the Bishop of that vast diocess, says that he has 
never had any reason to coinplain of the mandarins. ‘The King received 
the Admiral several times, and conversed with bim ina manner which 
testified more sincerity than has been met with on the part of Tu-Duc. 
The Admiral visited in detail the copper mines of Ancorre, which in 
extent are far beyond anything of the kind to be met with in Europe, In 
consequence of a scarcity of rice, caused by the insurrection of last year, 
having thrown a large portion of land out of cultivation, the Government 
has provisionally prohibited the exportation of that article.” 
































JAVA. 
BATAVIA, 

The Hundelsblad of Aug. 27, say: In the usual course of 
nature we ought at present to find ourselves in the middie of the 
dry monsoon with an almost cloudless sky and very unfrequent 
showers. We may, however, say with Sganarelle :—* Nous 
avons changé tout cela!” At Batavia the rains are incessant ; 
from all parts of Java the intelligence is the same—rain. In 
some districts the rivers have risen beyond their banks, and 
in Madura, bridges, dams, and other waterworks have been 
swept away, aud great injury done to the native houses and 
plantations.

MALACCA STRAITS. 
SINGAPORE. 
The London mail of July 27th arrived on 28th August. 
On the transfer question the Singapore Free Press says:— 
“From communications received by last mail we are enabled 





| to mention that, the negotiations between the India and Colonial 


Offices, for the transfer to the latter of the management of the 
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Straits settlement, were so far advanced that only some arrango- 
ments of detail required to be adjusted. The Council of the 
Secretary of State for India had given its sanction to the 
measure, and the Chancellor of the Exchequer, on its being 
shown to him that the future revenue would be sufficient to 
cover the expenditure of the settlement, had declared that he 
would interpose no obstacle to the transfer, his sole business being 
toseethat it did not puttho English Government toanexpensethat 
would oblige him to go to the House of Commons for a vote of 
money. As far as regards the details of the transfer, the wholo 
might becarried through inamonth ortwo, butasit will benecessary 
to pass a bill through Parliament to legalise the measure, some 
months must elapse before it can be accomplished, as it is too 
lato in the session to do anything previous to the adjournment 
this month. It is only in February next, when Parliament 
again meets, that the final arrangements can be made and the 
transfer actually effected. The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
concurred in the opinion formerly expressed by the Duke of 
Newcastle, that the expense of the Indian convicts ought not to 
be thrown upon the Straits revenue. There is not much 
chance of any change of ministry, that may take place 
before February, endangering the transfer, although it 
might be delayed somewhat. Lord Stanley, who would 
probably succeed Sir Charles Wood, is well disposed to the 
arrangement, and even should the Straits remain under his 
charge for a time, he would be found much more disposed to 
listen to our representations, and to comply with any reasonable 
requests we might make to him, than we have found to be the 
case with Sir Charles Wood. Indeed, were it not for the much 
greater share of self-government which the trausfer to the 
Colonial-oftice will confer, we should probably experience very 
little more benefit from the change than we might look for 
fiom remaining as at present connected with the Indian govern- 
ment, were Indian affairs to be always under the charge of a 
person like Lord Stanley.”

—Cavrow.—Second crop Congous are coming in, but very 
‘seven chops only having been received during the last fortnight, 

between the asking rates of the teamen and the values in the 
home markets at date of last advices, naturally deters exporters from 
rating, and consequently the settlements of Congou for the fortnight 
have been very limited, as will be seen below.

SHancnat.—Black : Business recommenced with considerable anima. 
tion immediately after departure of last mail, and as teas possessing Pekoe 
flavour were the most inquired for, prices for these classes advanced fully 
one tael, while Common Oonahms and Hohows being in good supply re- 
mained unchanged. On the arrival of the mail of June 2G, reporting a 
further decline on the home market, business was suvpended, and it was 
not until holders met buyers by reducing their demands from one to two 
taels that operations began again. A fair demand still exists at these re- 
duced rates, and unless the news by next mail is again unsatistactory, 
lower rates can hardly be looked for. ‘The bulk of the settlements have 
been compused of good strong second crop Oopacks and Ningchows, lit 
on Pekoe flavour at prices from taels 33 to 36, whilst Common Ovnalins 
have been settled as low as taels 28, and Hohows at taels 26.

According to a circular of Messrs. Arles-Dufour and Co., of Lyons, 
regarding the silk-markets of that city, the transactions both in goods 
and raw material have been sufficiently active during the past month to 
sustain prices, although the autumn business has been generally delayed 
by the weather being fine. At the same time, it is thought there is no 
probability of any important change taking place in quotations for some 
time, since on the one hand the news from America removes the hope of 
auy early settlement that will restore the consumption of silk to its nominal 
importance, while on the other there is a gradual increase in the European 
demand.

Mineratocicat Discoveries iv Sipenta.—The subjoined account 
of the mineralogical discoveries made in Siberia by M. Alibert, a French- 
man, is published by the Illustration: — One day as he was traversing a 
gorge in the Saian mountains which separate the Russian Empire from 
China, he observed some unusual substance lying in the crevices of a 
gigantic rock ; he examined it more ‘closely, and before long the men of 
his escort, who were atwhe same time guides, miners, and Cossacks, were 
on foot, and had exchanged their lances for pickaxes and hammers. After 
some days of continued labour M. Alibert acquired the conviction that he 
was on the traces of an incomparable mine of graphite. But what is 
graphite? Everyone is not bound to be a mineralogist. Graphite is the 
precious substance with which blacklead pencils, which were not known 
to the ancients, are made. The discovery of graphite only dates from 
the middle of the 16th century. Good graphite is very rare; more so 
than gold, silver, or any other production of the mineral kingdom. ‘The 
best yet found was derived from the Borrowdale mine in the county o 
Cumberland, England. That source is, however, now exhausted, and only 
small fragments, overlooked by the first workers of the mine, are to be 
found. ‘The discovery of graphite in the mountains mentioned above has 
been followed by that of nephrite or jade. Until now this mineral had 
only been found at a few places in the Chinese empire, and from its high 
price and great rarity the official sceptre of the Sovereigns of the Celes- 
tial Empire was made of it. It will be remembered that one of the most 
remarkable curiosities derived from the plunder in the Summer Palace at 
Peking was a jade sceptre. A block of this rare mineral, weighing 
1,200 |b., and of exzeptional purity, has just been obtained. The Ken- 
sington Museum at London also possesses a valuable block of this mineral. 

Parer on Routes From INDIA To CHINa.—Captain Henderson 
read a paper at the British Asociation meeting on the overland and river 
routes between British India and Western China for emigration and trade. 
‘These routes are to be opened out by the general system of tug and tow 
boats of the native type, to be established in Eastern Bengal and British 
Burmah, and have tor their object to open the coal-fields of Assam and 
Silhet in connection with the Eastern Bengal Railway, and to extend the 
traffic of the Calcutta and South Eastern Railway to Burmah and China, 
via the river Irawaddy and its tributaries at Bamu, under the recent treaty 
with the King of Burmah. The author stated that the large consumption 
and continual exhaustion of coal in England and America had induced 
him to bring before them the coal supply of India, which at the present 
juncture was a question of vital importance as to the financial position of our 
railways there —Sir Charles Wood having recently guaranteed the East 
Indian Auxiliary Railway for the provision of cheap coal from the Kur- 
hurballee fields south of the Ganges, while the working of the Assam 
coal-fields is a matter of greater moment, as it would facilitate the project 
of overland communication between Western China and Britith In

THE HOSTILITIES IN JAPAN. 


MORNING POST. 

Whilst “ outer barbarians,” as Japanese doubtless consider them, have 
been exercising patience, temporising, diplomatising. doing all they could 
consistently with honour do in order to avoid entering upon a caveer of 
hostilities the results of which could admit of no doubt, a certain Prince of 
Nagota, rejoicing in several long names that we cannot afford space to 
reproduce, has been opening the ball on his own responsibility. This 
valiant proprietor of eight or nine forts situated on the mainland of a 
narrow strait forming the exit from the inland sea, and also of certain newly 
acquired steamers that he caused to be equipped and armed a3 vessels of 
war, led away, seemingly, by over-excited feelings to run what the Malays 
call “amok,” adopted the very summary and no-el course of attacking all 
comers, without reference to nationality. The first subject of experiment 
was the American steamer Pembroke; a vessel so small, and, as it would 
appear, deficient in armament, that her commander had to steam away 
with all despatch and communicate the in elligence of insult to others 
more capable than himself of redressing it. The first work of retribution 
fell to the lot of the American steamer Wyoming; and though the ar- 
mament of that vessel cannot be regarded as otherwise than weak by com- 
parison with the force of the enemy, nevertheless, the Wyoming helped to 
impress on the Priuce of Nagato a lesion that he will hardly fail to remem- 
ber. On her way to the forts, the Wyoming had endeavoured to board a 
brig and a steamer, but these being full of troops, the American captain 
felt that his energy could be expended with greater advantage upon the 
forts. The latter, accordingly, he engaged for three hours, and also a 
Japanese steamer ; the latter was ultimately blown up by a large pivot-gun 
shell dexterously planted amidships. Gallantly did the little Yankee craft 
do her work, but the strife was too unequal. “After having been several 
times hulled, and having lost sixteen men, she shecred off to procure assist- 
ance. Another nationality now comes upon the scene. The Dutch cor- 
vette Medusa, happening to pasa the strait, came in for a similar treatment. 
Having been warned of what he had to expect, the Dutchman entered the 
straits prepared for action. Being fired upon, he returned the jire, giving 
the assailants all they gave, and something more. But his Highness of 
Nagato had not even now exhausted martial ardour. His gunners, 
still bent on mischief, must needs attack a small French ship of war, and so 
effectually did the Japanese ply their artillery upon that her she reached 
Nazasaki in a sinking condition. ‘This being somewhat past endurance, 
the French steamers Semiramis and Tancredi started on chastisement 
bent. The Tancredi having passed some way down the straits was 
obliged to haul off with wounded topmasta; hulled, morcover, in several 
places. As for the frigate, she was unfortunately over large to run through 
the straits ; but attacking the fort which guarded their entrance, she de- 
stroyed it by cannonading; then, having landed two hundred men, she 
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spiked the guns, blew up the magazine, set fire to some barracks, and 
finally retired with twelve of her crew wounded. Up to the events nate 
rated no English vessel seems to have been attacked, but at the period of 
last despatches the Coquette was hourly expected to pass the inimical 
straits, Should she also be attacked, then the work of demolishing the 
Japanese batteries will probably be carried one stage further. 

In this serics of molestations by the Japanese two points arc especially 
noticeable ; one political, the other technical. Politically considered, 
this affair makes good the belief frequently expressed as to the weakness of 
central government amongst these extraordinary people. It had been 
assumed that the rule of both Tycoon and Mikado were practically nomi- 
nal; that the real depositaries ‘of political will and centres of political 
action were the great Princes, or rather * Barons,” of this Britain of the 
East. It scems that the Tycoon has really been dealing honestly by us 
after all; and that in the event of war, if inevitable. he may sce his in- 
terest in assisting us to control his rebellious feudal chieftains ; or, at least, 
such of them as, like the Prince of Nagato, may make themselves ob- 
noxious. The technical point brought into prominence by the late Ja- 
panese attack is the condition of the artillery practice and the resources of 
that people. They evidently use artillery well. The artillery they actually 
possess seem to be none of the largest—probably none heavier than 32- 
pounders—these having been the guns they recently used ; but the Japanese 
handled their 32-pounders well, and, what is especially to the point, proved 
they had learned the art of firing 32-pound shells horizontally with effect. 
‘Anybody who may have examined the mechanical treasures collected in the 
Japanese museum at the Hague cannot fail to have been struck with the 
high degree of mechanical skill to which those people have arrived, 

LIVERPOOL ALBION.

Oor neutrality has got us into a pretty mess now. It never 
does answer for British diplomatists to look on and give moral 
support toa parcel of Asiatics, much less for British officers 
to command these miscrable hordes. It is a wonder that poor 
Major Gorpoy did not commit suicide when he found that 
Burcevine had turned Rebel, and taken all his officers from him. 
So great was the disaster that Major Gorpos, it appears—from 
a letter published by Colonel Srkes—induced the commander 
of our forces to rescind, there and then, the order in Council 
which provides that English officers accepting service in the 
Chinese army should be placed on half-pay.

Hayes, Gibbs, and Rohde, all formerly in command of regiments 
‘of disciplined Chinese, are said to be his right-hand men, and he hns, 
besides, about 300 Europeans of all sorts, some as officers, some as fight 
ing men. The question now is, wiil the rebels give him and his officers 
suilicient power? If they do, there is nothing to prevent a force equal to 
Gordon's in quality, and jar superior in numbers, from being raised within 
the next three months, and all the latter's geueralship will not enable him 
to maintain himself against greatly superior nurabers of equally good troops. 
Hitherto the rebels have not given any command to such Europeans as have 
joined them, employing them merely as counsellors to thvir chiefs, and 
Profiting by their knowledge of gunnery. But it is unlikely that Burgevine 
would have joined them unless the position he was to occupy was clearly 
defined, and was such as would enable him to discipline and direct men 
without interference. In the meantime, until he has succeeded in instil- 
Ting a certain amount of organisati Soochow is 
safe ; the disciplined Chinese would never take a breach defended by 300 
Europeans, evch if Gordon were to risk an attack ; and the latter's hope 
of frightening them out by scouring the country in their rear must be at 
at end, for Burgevine will dispel their fears. “Laticrly, until the present 
moment, the rebel cause has been declining, but it is not unlikely that 
the accession of so much strength and military knowledge may enable 
them to recover all their lost ground. The present one of 
the most critical crises of the rebellion, and if the Bri s do 
not act with energy may eventuate in the reiurn of the rebels to 
the gates of Shanghai, and the loss of all the country that after 
80 hard fighting has been wrested from their hands.

Dr. Macartney, late his 
military seeretary, now a military mandarin in the service of the and 
in command of Sooukiong, went up hence to that city in a small steamer 
called the Kiachao on the Ist inst. He left her about a hundred yards 
from the walls and rode towards the west gate, but had hardly passed over 
half the distance when one of the Europeans who had been left on board 
ran up breathless to say that Burgevine, with about thirty Europeans, had 
seized the steamer. Dr. Macartney hastened into the ‘city to turn out 
the troops, and then galloped back to the entrance of the creek, where he 
had left a large barge as he passed up, hoping to be able to sink her across 
the entrance before the steamer could reach it; but she loti, the 
Kiachao passed safely out, and is now, doubtless, under the walis of 
Soochow. 

% In the meantime Gordon is in straits from want of proper supplies of 
ammunition, which General Brown declines to give him, because the 
Chinese Government have not yet paid for previous supplies lent then 
Anxicty to secure payment for whatever munitions of war he may di 
burse is doubtless, in’ the abstract, commendable ; bat it may be carried 
to an extreme, and become the reverse of economy in such a ease as the 
Present. The disciplined Chinese are the security on the strength of 
which it was judged possibl: to withdraw a regiment of English anda 
regiment of native troops and a battery of artillery from Shanghai, with- 
out endangering the safety of the settiement ; and, it is, therefore. of the 

reatest moment that the force should be kept ona thoroughly efficient 
footing. Great part of its strength is moral, arising from the restive it 
has acquired, and one of the principal qualities which has contributed to 
the maintenance of this power is tie energy of its movements, and the 
force and rapidity with which its blows were delivered. To refuse Gore 
don shot and shell is, then, to deprive him of the means of actio: 
doing to lower his presfiye, and, consequently, to weaken the pri 
force of Shanghai. Risking the non-payauent of a fow thousand pounds’ 
worth of shot and shell is certainly preferable to wt the reflux of the 
rebels to the gates of Shanghai, and the necessity for the maintenance of 
another English regiment to protect the Hement from their ine 
roads, The remoral of the force from Suoukiong to Quinsan ent iled the 
loss of a number of its oldest members, mew who had accumulated money 
while in the service from loot, had opened shops, bad families, &e., and 
did not care to desert all for a new city. ‘Tine place of these has been to 
a great extent supplied by recruits from among the rebel prisoners, It is 
a hazardous experiment to place men yet warm from the enemy's ranks 
in possession of the arms and discipline which alone give superior strength 
to his own followers, but Gordon says he can rely on them.

As they were aware, credit 
was the main source of prosperity to every bank, and the directors had 
always laid great stress upon that which was the best safequard of credit, 
an ample reserved fund. Circumstances had not admitted, hitherto, of 
their making up the reserve fund to anything like the amount which it 
ought to be at. As they were aware, they had in the last year an unhappy 
loss of £50,000, which they had to clear off altogether, and they con- 
sidered that a sufficient eall on the shareholders, without stopping their 
dividends further to add to the rescrve fund. Things were now in a very 
different position. This was not the time for them to submit a proposition 
to make an addition to the reserve fund. They left that back for the 
annual meeting in April. Still the directors considered it indispensable 
that, in submittlng to the shareholders any dividend for the half-year, they 
should keep back such a sum as would go far towards making, ut the close 
of the year, a large addition to the reserve fund, thereby confirming the 
credit which the bank had hitherto enjoyed. 

He could now state, in round figures, the result of the profit and loss 
account. They never gave them exactly at this meeting, but he could 
state them within a few hundred pounds. In point of fact, the books were 
balanced every half-year, and the auditors had examined them. ‘They 
carried forward £4,368 undivided profits from the previous half-year. To 
those undivided profits they had to add the earnings inthe halt-year ending 
30th June, £51,559, being at the rate of 16 per cent, per annum, That 
made in round figures a total sum for distribution of £56,000. In pro- 
posing a dividend out of that sum he must candidly add that the directors 
had borne in mind that during the previous year, in consequence of the 
unfortunate loss to which he had adverted, the shareholders received only 
one dividend of 24 per cent. They therefore thought that, with every 
consideration for the reserve fund, they ought to stretch the point a little, 
and that the dividend this half-year should be at the rate of 10 per cent. 
per aunum, free of income-tax. That would absorb £32,200 and would 
leave £23,800 to be carried forward to the next hal-year, and to be 
ultimately absorbed in a reserve fund. 

Banks in the East were not under such perfvet control as those at home,

with the growing and unruly power of the latter, a civil and 
destructive war would soon have broken out, It is to be 
remembered, also, that we do not force our trade upon the 
Japanese, but leave them to their own individual freedom ; 
and that the British Goverament has had recourse to present 
ineasures not only as an indemnity for past wrongs, but to secure 
“protection to person and property ;” the unmolested enjoyment 

of guaranteed treaty rights. 
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STEAMERS, &., FOR CHINA, 

The movements under this head since our last comprise the 
following :— 

The China and Japan Company have had one of the vesscts 
noticed at their last meeting, launched from the yard of Mesars, 
Robert Duncan and Co., Port Glasgow. This vessel is named 
Teen-Chung. Her length is 130 feet, beam 22, depth 104, re- 
gister tonnage 300. She will be filted with paddle-wheel engines 
of 100-horse power, and is expected to be ready for despatch in 
about six weeks. 

A small screw, called the Fo-ki-Lin, has been despatched 
from Newcastle to Shanghai by Messrs, Holmes, Knevitt, and 
Holmes. She is commanded by Capt. Skene, and her register 
tonnage is only 41 tons, while her engines are of 40-horse power, 
length 69 feet, beam 16, depth 84. She is consigned to Capt. 
Patridge, aud we trust she will brave all the stormy seas 
between this and Shanghai in safety, 

The iron-framed and wood-planked clipper for Messrs. Charles 
Shaw and Co., has been launched by Messrs. A, Stephen and 
Son, on Clyde, and is called the Eliza Shaw. Her register 
tonnage is about 700 tons, and sho will shortly be despatched 
from Liverpool to Shanghai. 

Another craft for the China trade, cailed the Yang-tee, has 
has also been Jaunched by Messrs. Hall and Co., Aberdeen, of 
similar build and tonnage, for Messrs. Killick, Martin, and Co., 
and others. She will be commanded by Capt. Billing, for 
several years in the China trade, and will load for Hong Kong 
and Foo-Chow.

CHINA INDEMNITY, 

The following is a statement of the sums received on account, 
of the China indemnity, under the treaty of Peking, of the 
24th day of October, 1860, made up to the latest date to which 
accounts have been received from China, and of the balance 
which .then remained unpaid :—Payable by the Chinese Go- 
vernment under the treaty of Peking, dated 24th October, 
1860, viz. :— 


1, Indemnity for the prisoners who were unfairly captured by the Chinese 
‘on Sept. 18th, 1860, 300,000 taels, 


2. Indemnity for Canton losses, 2,000,000 ta 
Penses, 6,000,000 taels ; total, 8,300,000 taels. 

The sums actually received under the treaty are :—In- 
demnity for prisoners—received at Peking on 25th October, 
1860, 297,577} tacls. The amount stipulated for was 
300,000 taels, but on weighing the sycee at Hong Kong there 
was found to be a deficiency of 2,422} taels. Amount realised 
from sale of the above by public tender at Hong Kong, 
£92,733. 11s. Gd. ; deduct expenses, £1,293. 103. ; balance, 
£91,440. 1s. 6d. 

On account of the indemnity of 8,000,000 tacls for Canton 
losses avd war expenses :—Total amount received, in taels, 
3,450,457 ; balance remaining unpaid on 31st December, 1862, 
4,549,543 taels. The sum payable at Canton was subject toa 
deduction on account of the sum advanced by the authorities at 
that place towards the completion of the foreign factories 
(Shameen site).

OVERLAND COMMUNICATION BETWEEN RANGOON 
AND WESTERN CHINA. 


WELL-MERITED success is at last dawning on the life-lor g effort» 
of Captain Srrve to awaken the attention of the mercantile public 
and of the Home and Indian Governments, to the splendid field 
for enterprise presented by his project of an overland route 
from Rangoon to the farthest West Chinese inland province of 
Yunan. Coupled as the project is with the extension of tele- 
graphic communication from Shooé-Gyen (the present eastern 
terminus of the India wires) to our great Asiatic emporium 
Hong-Kong, it seems difficult to realise the bigoted short- 
sightedness that has so long resolutely closed the official eye to 
a project involving such enormous advantages, alike to our home 
trade and manufactures, our Indian possessions, and that sin- 
gular empire beyond, which, at a bound, has sprung into the 
position of one of our best customers. Its advantages have 
been so often dwelt upon, that it seems a work of supcrerogation 
to recapitulate them: but just as cold iron becomes hot under 
the process of hammering, so we may expect that a constant 
iteration of the proposals of the projector, and a continued re- 
minder of how little co-operation is really sought from Go- 
vernment, may ultimately rouse even the dormant official mind 


and induce it to enter, however tardily, upon this peaceful path 
of true progress, 
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We are the more anxious that this great and sound project 
should be kept before the eye of the public because, if our Fo- 
reign Office is permitted longer to exercise secret hostility to it, 
even the present general movement in its favour may be for 
yet awhile paralysed. It would bea great boon to our Eastern 
possessions, in their relations with foreign Governments and 
in their commercial intercourse with the home country, if all 
necessary diplomatic correspondence were transacted by the 
Colonial rather than by the Foreign Office. Our interest in the 
matter is purely colonial, and almost invariably commercial ; 
and as such lies more in the line of the Colonial Secretary of 
State, or of the President of the Board of Trade (under whom our 
Consuls the world over—who are rightly but officers to watch 
over and protect the interests of our érade where they are sta- 
tioned—should unquestionably be placed) than of their more 
formally reserved and irresponsible diplomatic colleague of 
the Foreign Office. Why should not the latter confine his 
attention to European and American diplomacy; be content 
with the patronage of ambassadors, ministers, and their in- 
numerable aids; and leave the momentous trading interests 
of our possessions in the Far East, and our Consular establish- 
ments generally, to be watched over by the Colonial Office or 
Board of Trade? Had such an arrangement existed, we fecl 
sure that long ere this instructions would have been sent out 
to give practical effect to the principle of our treaty with Bur- 
mah, by availing ourselves to the utmost of that singularly 
liberal article which provides for the free transit and unmo- 
lested residence of Englishmen in any part of the Burmese 
dominions. From this point it is but a step to obtain per- 
mission from the enlightened monarch who granted us these 
facilities, to survey the route beyond our own frontier-line to 
the city of Kiang-Hung, on the Upper Cambodia, near the point 
where that great water highway issues from the Chinese terri- 
tory and euters the Burmese South-Eastern Shan Provinces 
(22 deg. N., 101 deg. 15 min, E). From the north-eastern 
limit of Pegu to this point is only about 250 miles; but no 
survey, of course, can be with propriety entered upon without 
a preliminary communication with the Burmese Sovereign 
through the ordinary official channel. Thus further advance 
of the project by him who has brought it to its present strong 
vitality may be still awhile impeded ; though, as we mentioned 
at the comm encement of this article, there are good grounds for 
hoping that the crust of ministerial apathy and secret official 
obstructiveness is at last about to be pierced. 

Since we last noticed this project,® the good seed has been 
fructifying in our various Chambers of Commerce, which are 
now literally besieging the Prae Mister with memorials, 
calling for a detailed survey from Rangoon by properly qualified 
surveyors, and for official representations to the King of Bur. 
Mag of the importance of carrying such a survey beyond our 

. boundary across his two Shan States of Kiang-tung and Kiang- 
hung. The Liverpool, Manchester, Leeds, and other commer- 
cial Chambers, including our principal mercantile and manu- 
facturing centres of industry, and last, not least, the Cotton 
Supply Association, have been knocking at the Treasury doors, in 
session and out of session, in favour of this project ; and, even 
as wo write, “ the cry isstill they come !” It is not surprising 
it should be so, As regards the last-named association, its 
members doubtless do not forget that it was from the Valley of 
Irrawaddy, and from the coast of Mergui and Tcnasscrim that 
the two leading staples of the modern cotton fabric were first 
derived: the former producing, at next to nothing of cost for 
labour, the exquisite “woven-wind” fabrics which, so Intely 
as 1720, were three times the valuc of silk ; while from the 
latter were propagated the various Sca-Island and other high- 
class cottons, which it only requires renewed facility for culti- 
vation on their indigenous soil to restore to their old supremacy 
in the market. 

As to the general trader, what visions of splendid argosies 
must enchant his mental vision, as he pictures half an empire, 
containing 200,000,000 of peaceful and industrious inhabitants 
brought, by 500 miles of tramway, within easy and constant reach 
of a British port in the Bay of Bengal, and in contact with 
European facilities and civilisation ; instead of being shut in, as 
hitherto, from all interchange of produce and of ideas with 
outer nations! What liitle of the produce of those marvel- 
lous Chinese provinces of Yunnan and Sze-chuen has hitherto 
reached our market, had been carried a detour of thousands 
of miles: first by tedious winding river routes to the Eastern 
coast of China, and thence through the intricate navigation of the

China seas and Malacca Straits, exposed to typhoons, to pirates, 
to sunken shoals, and all the hundred-and-one chances of Eastern 
navigation ; for which even an ordinary marine policy expressly 
disclaims liability! By Captain Srrye’s route this mine of 
wealth is brought within 500 miles of one of the best ports in 
British India, across a corner of the territory of an enlightened 
Sovereign and friendly people, without breaking bulk, and in a 
couple of days instead of many weeks. We look forward to 
the time when the high-class teas of the provinces of Western 
China, their silk, musk, precious metals, and raw produee, 
given in exchange for British and Indian products, will 
keep up a constant stream of active commerce over the 
projected tramrond. A visitor to the less known re- 
gions of the route, so far back ns 1836, ‘described the 
native commerce as being something hardly credible in 
such a remote and hitherto little-known region of interior Asia, 
and we look upon it as much more than a fortunate coincidence, 
that the officer to whom we are indebted for very valuable 
information respecting this unexplored region, collected upwards 
of a quarter of a century ago, is now the general officer com- 
manding H.M.’s troops in Pegu. Major-General Mactzop is as 
zealous an advocate now of this splendid enterprise as-he was 
when, in company with Mr. Kennepy, he examined the upper 
waters of the Cambodia in 1836, And it is no secret that, 
consequent on Captain Sprye’s agitation of the subject, 
leading authorities in the East now advocate its immediate 
realisation. 

It must not be supposed, however, that the phalanx of 
ignorant and interested objectors, though defeated, has been 
utterly driven from the field. It has already been satisfactorily 
ascertained that it was, to say the least, a rash assertion which, 
when Captain Spry first opened his project in 1860 to the 
Royal Geographical Society, represented all the country east- 
ward of the Valley of Irrawaddy as rugged, sterile, inhospitable, 
and mountainous, But even granting that this were the case, it 
does not affect the fact, with which we believe the Captain 
originally started, viz, that it matters not how barren 
difficult and unprofitable may be the intermediate portion of 
any great commercial highway, provided the termini will pro- 
vide sufficient permanent traffic. All analogy proves this fact 
in economics. Many a road, many a canal, many a tramway 
—nay, many a railroad even, has been constructed between 
two distant termini having little or no traffic along the line ; 
which, nevertheless, has not only paid well, but has actually 
developed a local traffic, “ making the wilderness to sing, and 
the barren land to rejoice.” Or, take the strongest example 
of all—the ocean itself. What local traffic is not there upon it? 
Hence, by every mode of reasoning that cin be advanced, we 
always find the same result—viz, that, provided the trade be- 
tween the termini of a commercial route is sufficient, the want 
of mere wayside traffic need not be considered, except as a pro- 
bable increment to the revenue in the certain event of its 
being, if non-existent, created—or, if already in existence, 
enormously developed —by the route itself. What the 
prospects are of the trade between the two points indi- 
cated, with the manufactures and commercial enterprise 
of England at one end, and the natural wealth and industrial 
products and population of Western China at the other, 
we have already demonstrated, and we leave these facts and 
arguments to speak for themselves with the sensible portion of 
the public; merely reminding them, in concluding our con- 
sideration of this, the commercial view of the cuterprise, that 
they themselves would, by the extension of the electric telegraph, 
reap all those beuefits of early information which are at present 
monopolised by a few great houses in the China trade, 
whose capital enables them with clipper opium steamers to 
forestall advices by the ordinary mail. 

It must not be lost sight of, however, that there is another not 
less pressing consideration involved in the immediate adoption of 
this project of an overland route to China from Pegu. This route 
as we have seen, extends to the great river Cambodia, 1,200 
miles from its mouth, where it still is navigable for vessels 
drawing more than twelve feet water. Following the river down- 
wards, we pass the Siamese Shan States and the rich countries 
of Laos and Cambogia, and come to the new French colony of 
Saigon ; and thence, tracing the Cochin coast northwards, we 
find the port of Hué, not 600 miles from the key of our over- 
land route, the city of Kiang-hung. Readers of Eastern news 
during the last few years need not to be informed of the chronic 
warfare that has been carried on by the French at those two 
points, so widely distant from each other. What can be the 
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object in selecting points of attack so far apart? There is but 
one answer, Obviously France is feeling her way to command 
the whole course of the Cambodia, so as to overawe at once 
Rangoon, Moulmain, Bangkok, and the Kraw Isthmus. It is 
proverbially difficult to indoctrinate owr Forcign Office with the 
principles of geography, whether physical or political : but there 
are certain positions which at first sight impress the most casual 
and ignorant with their strength and commanding import- 
ance. Unless we are beforehand with her, and take advantage 
of her misunderstandings with the natives lower down, France 
will inevitably hold Annam on the same terms as she now 
holds Algeria. It is all very well to say that France is not 
a colonising country. The remark may be perfectly true—and 
as perfectly irrelevant. If permitted to push her outposts up 
the valley of the Cambodia, before our arrangements are perfected 
for opening up in our own interest the trade of Western China, 
vid Kiang-hung, we shall strive in vain to recover the ground 
we have lost. It is true, we shall only be so far worse off that 
we have, through our dogged official apathy, let slip through our 
fingers a great opportunity. We shall be none the poorer 
actually ; but we shall have the painful reflection that our own 
supinevess, our own incapacity to comprehend the magnitude 
of the prize at stake, our own unwillingness to trust the future 
even without imperiliing the prescnt, have sacrificed the most 
splendid opening that has presented itself to our national 
spirit of enterprise, since the trade of the East passed into 
our hands 170 years since. Next to our own manufacturers 
and merchants, the real losers will be those very Western pro- 
vinces of China; the people of which, between the j-alousies 
of two European powers conterminous in the Far East, will find 
that they are permanently left to the old circuitous route down 
the Yang-tse, cre their products can be got within reach of the 
extreme outskirts even of European civilisation and enterprise. 
It is incumbent, then, to strike while the iron is hot, to 
force upon the attention of Government the inestimable ad- 
vantages to be derived from the prosecution of this peaceful 
enterprise, projected by a gentleman who has shown himself to 
possess what CartYLE emphatically calls the true test of 
genius, “enormous capacity for labour.” Under disheartening 
clouds cf ignorance and prejudice, through good report and evil 
report, Captain Srryz has held the even tenor of his way ; and, 
undeterred by distance, or by the privations and dangers in 
which such exploring journies must involve them, the CapraIn 
and his Soy, before Lord E:cix proceeded on hissecond mission 
to China, officially proposed to the Foreign Office that they 
should accompany him, having only their expenses paid, ex- 
pressly to assist in arranging with the Chinese Government 
when finally brought to terms, for the setting up of telegraph 
wires from Kiang-hung to Hong Kong ; and thence, by the open 
ports, to Peking; in addition to which good service to their 
country they further proposed that after those arrangements 
should be satisfactorily cffected, they should together travel 
from Canton up the Pearl or West river valley to Kiang-hung ; 
and that there separating, the one should proceed south down 
the Cambogia river to Saigon, and the other travel westward 
through Kiang-tung to the north-east frontier of British Pega. 
We imagine there is not a Government in the world save our 
own, having a tithe of the vast commercial interests we have 
in that quarter of the world, but would have gladly accepted 
such a proposal from such men, and have cordially co-operated 
with them in the execution of their sound and well-considered 
plans. Alas, however, for the interests of our manufacturers 
and merchants, and of those depending for support on their 
prosperity, the foreign trade of the country, and all matters 
Official bearing on it, are universally under the control of the 
commercially and geographically worst-informed of our State 
Departments—the Foreign Oftice. No wonder, then, that the 
only notice taken of the liberal offer of Messrs. SpryE was a curt 
few lines from a subordinate official declining it. They were 
we imagine, sufficiently closely allicd to any one of the 
ig families who consider themselves to exist expressly to 
govern the country and dispense its patronage among their kith 
and kin, The project, too, was one not likely to involve the 
nation in a costly transmarine war productive of commands and 
appointments, or to increase ambassadorial or consular berths, 
Therefore, neither one nor the other was worth being for a 
moment considered by the thorough Whig Minister who then 
presided over our Forcign Office, and still holds sway there. 
Let it not be said, however, as in the case of ill-used Waa- 
HORN, that another of our great commercial pioncers has had 
only posthumous honours paid him for having inaugurated for 
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his country’s permanent benefit one of the grand enterprises of 
the age. Rather let us send up, not memorials only, but depu- 
tations to the Prearer besiege, Parliament with petitions, 
and thunder with remonstrances at Ministerial offices—the 
Board of ‘Trade in particular—till the sleepy gods within are 
roused into wakefulness and wholesome activity. Then we shall 
have done our duty by a public benefactor, while advancing 
some of the best interests of our country and of India, as well 
as of humanity at home and in distant heathen lands.

possible, the election of the best route.

distance of about 500 miles, with a view to discovering the most advan-

“Your memorialists, therefore, respectfully request that instructions may 
be sent to the Indian Government to cause such survey to be imme- 
diately made through British Pegu; and to obtain the King of 
Burmah to make, or to permit to be made, a similar survey through 
the intervening portion of his country. 

« Your memorialists would further request that such survey may be in- 
trusted to a competent engineer, specially instructed to keep in view 
the advantage of such route for commercial purposes, and for the 
establishment of telegraphic communications, and its capabilities of 
being kept open for trade throughout the year.

“My Lord,—I have been requested by this Council again to bring 
under the notice of your Lordship the question of opening up a trade with 
the western portion of China Proper, and to call to your remembrance the 
fact that in August, 1860, and September, 1862, this Chamber addressed 
communications to departments of Her Majesty's Government upon the 
subject. 

# Since then this Chamber has been much gratified to learn that a treaty 
of commerce has been arranged between Her Majesty’s Government and 
the King of Burmah, which permits the settlement of British merchants in 
Burmah, and of Burmese merchants in the British territory, for the pur- 
poses of ‘trade. 

« For the full development of the prorisions of that treaty, this Chamber 
is of opinion that, if a thorough practical survey, under the superin- 
tendence and direction of duly qualified persons, were made, in order to 
ascertain the most direct and easy line for a tramway or road for the con- 
veyance of goods and passenyers between Rangoon and Kiang-hung, 
Private enterprise would most likely be used to establish a means of 
commercial communication between British territory and Western China. 
“ The Council of this Chamber, therefore, humbly submit this subject to 

the favourable consideration of your Lordship, in the hope that the 
suggestion they have ventured to make may receive the careful atten- 
tion of your Lordship and of Her Majesty's Government.

THE ANNAMITE AMBA DORS. 
(FROM OUR PARIS CORRESPUNDET.) 

Trt time appointed for the departure of the Ambassadors of 
Tu-Duc is rapidly approaching, if it has not already expired, and 
they have notyet secn the face of the Esrrror, nor can they have 
made much advance in the business for which they specially 
visit Europe, namely, te repurchase of the provinces ceded to 
France by the late treaty, for there has scarcely been a minister 
at his post in Varis since their arrival. Rumour says that 
Puas-Tane-G1axe is extremely disgusted, and does not cunceal 
his fecling that he is being played with, and that his visit will 
have hittle other result t! making a few of his countrymen 
acquainted with the outside of French habits and customs. 
Whether there is any trath in this it is impossible to say, but 
it is pretty evident that there will be a very short interval be- 
tween the Imperial reception and the coigé, aud that when the 
sadors have laid ‘T'u-Dvc’s preseuts at the feet of Lovis 
, and have expressed the intense admiration which 
their master fecls for France. they may think of packing up and 
on their home, Nothing is said about 
ing England, and perhaps, undr the circumstances, 
The 



























such an act woul be a breach of diplomatic etiquette. 
Exrrror is expected to arrive in Paris daily, and will, most 
likely, bo at St. Cloud before this is in print, bat the re- 
ception of the Annamites is annonneed, semi-officially, as to 
take place at Compicyne, where the Court will certainly not 





arrive before the 2Uth instant. and probably not till the begin- 
ning of November. Tsides the representatives of Tu-Dvc, the 
King of Gexve, the Emperor elect of Mrxtco, and the depu- 
tation from that country, are expected to visit Compiggne, 
While the Ambassadors and their suite are waiting the Im- 
perial pleasure, they are being introduced to the lions of Paris, 
and are in their turn lions for the gossips and loungers of this 
gossipping and lounging capitul. Their dark visages and strange 
dresses are to be seen wherever there is anything to amuse the 
eye or attract attention ; and writers of gossip and comic sketches 
treat the world daily to accounts of the doings, sayings, and 
even thoughts, of the visitors, more or less true, and more or 
Jess amusing. They have arrived in the midst of the off season 








of canards and big mushrooms, and are a mito of wealth to 
the penny-a-liners. Amongst a thousand other things said 
about them are the following :—Ten of the Embassy are natives 
of Lower Cochin, and the rest of Hué, the capital of the King. 
dom of Annam ; seven of them are Christians, converted by the 
missionaries and are persons of great erudition, speaking Latin, 
French, English, and Spanish, and being well informed respect- 
ing European literature and philosophy; and all wear the 
dress of the old Chinese dynasty of Miva. It is said they are 
making elaborate memoranda of what they see and hear, and 
that whenever they are at home the Secrotaries of the Embassy 
are fully occupied writing up the journals from the dictation of 
their superiors. It is evident, from all accounts, that the 
envoys sent over are serious men and are entrusted with 
serious duties ; and it is remarked, to their credit, that matters 
of utility and industry rivet their attention far more than mere 
spectacles and amusements, In the picture galleries they were 
especially struck with the effects of perspective ; gas lighting 
naturally attracted their curiosity ‘immenscly, and they have 
been taken over the metropolitan gas works, where they 
listened with decp interest to the explanations afforded. Tho 
tapestry manufacture of the Gobelins chained them for a 
considerable time, especially the dye-houses attached to the 
works, where they examined the samples of coloured wools 
minutely, comparing them with the brilliant hues of their own 
dresses, and inquiring respecting the substances and methods 
used in the production of the various tints. At the Jardine 
d’Acclimatation, the system of managing bees and the culture 
of the silk-worm naturally attracted their attention, and they 
spent neatly the whole of a day there, and expressed au inten- 
tion of paying the establishment another visit. 

As regards the personal habits of the Ambassadors, we are 
told that they think so highly of French cookery that they 
have adopted it entirely, and have thrown aside the provisions 
which they brought with them from their country, and that 
they at once took very kindly to French tables and chairs, and 
French beds and bedding. Admiral Bonarp received a visit 
from the Embassy the other day at the Hétel de Bade, where 
he is staying, Lieut. Recuster and MjAvparer acting as in- 
terpreters between the host and his guests. The Chief Am- 
bassador took his seat on a sofa by the side of the Admiral, 
and partook of tea and cakes, which he seemed to enjoy, He 
afterwards drank several glasses of champagne in acknuowledg- 
ment of his health being drunk by various members of the 
company, aud pronounced the tipple excellent. 

A chatacteristic incident is said to havo occurred at this 
visit. The son of the chief Ambassador, a youth of fifteen or 
sixteen, w esent, and was invited by Admiral Bonarp to 
drink a glass of champagne. ‘The boy refused, but his father 
made a slight sign to him, when he took the proflered glass, 
bowed, touched it against that of the gentleman who had 
invited him to drink, as he had seen others do, and then turning 
away towards the wall, he tossed off the wine at a dranght. It 
appears that a well-educated young Annamite ncither sits 
down, cats, nor drinks, in his father’s sight. 

A special performance was given the other night by M. 
Ronis, the wizard, for the gratification of the Ambassadors, 
who were much delighted with the scieutific tricks, of which he 
is an able exhibitor; and they were nota little astonished to 
see the spectre of one of their own attendants produced on the 
stage and run through with a small sword. M. Ronty also 
surprised them with some beautiful dissolving views, including 
two of the grotto Quam-am, at Tourane, in Cochin, expressly 
prepared for the occasion. Of course, the comic fellows won't 
“Jet tie bodies be,” and the gests of the Annam.tes are served 
up inall quarters and in all forms, One smart writer gives 
us their memoranda after the fashion of Gorpswtn's “ letters 
from MUstaPHa-RUB-A-DUB-KELY-KHAN, in the “Citizen of the 
World,” and manages to put in their mouths some amusing 
cuts at l'rench manners. He makes the visitors suffer so 
terribly from the damp, cold atmosphere of Paris that they 
dread being compelled to adopt the frightful costumes worn by 
the natives of this inhospitable clime, until some kind friend 
introduces flannel waistcoats, which they wrap round their 
shivering bodies beneath their own silk stuffs, and glow again 
with warmth and gratitude. One of the Annamites inquires 
who sent these delicious garments, and being told that they 
came from the hosier, he declared that hosier could mean 
nothing else than blessed spirit, and that whenever anyone 
did bim a service in future,he should say, “ you are 
a hosier!” The same journalist books the remark that 
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the French are generally ugly; that they want the 
long, large ears which are indubitable signs of intellect and 
scientific capacity, that their noses are too small and too short, 
their eyes too large, their faces not square enough, their mouths 
too small, and wanting altogether in the ornament of ebony- 
tinted teeth. The visitors are surprised that the French should 
carry their money in such an inconvenient manner instead of 
having a hole through their cush, and carrying them on a 
string as in China ; aud are perfectly scandalised at the filthy 
habits of using a handkerchief more than once, and actually 
carrying it in their pockets, and afterwards wiping their eycs 
and faces with it. “My very heart heaves when I speak of it !” 
says the Annamite exquisite. ‘I'he chronicler persisis in think- 
ing that his Ambassadors were takeu to the gas works to smell 
the perfume in which the Parisians delight, aud pokes his fun 
at the Governors who tried to look as though they enjoyed the 
exhibition, He remarks that the judges here never have 
beards, but that the ladies hare sometimes, which is certainly 
ungallaut! At the hippodrome, this fast young journalist takes 
the acrobats for criminals condemned to break their necks 
sooner or later for the amusement of a brutalised populace, and 
looks upon the trapeze as a horrible instrument of torture and 
lingering death. Crinolines naturally do not escape, and he 
wants to discover how husbands lock up these stecl cages in 
which their wives are imprisoned. 

A banquet, followed by a display of fireworks, took place at 
the residence of the Annamite Ambassadors in honour of the 
birthday of their Sovereign. Numerous invitations had been 
issued to persons in the official world. Although women in 
Cochin China hold but a sccondary rank, and never sit, par- 
ticularly in the higher classes, at table with their husbands, 
Puan-Tanc-Giane departed from the usual etiquette, aud in- 
vited Madame Vanvier the old Annamite lady, formerly married 
to a French officer, and her daughter to the banquet. They 
presented themselves in splendid Annamite costume, and the 
Ambassador, fecling grateful for this mark of attention, departed 
from the customs of the East and paid them a well-turned 
compliment on their politeness. On the company taking their 
seats at tab!c, M. Aupanet, the officer who acts as interpreter, 
presented the first Ambassador with a letter from M. Drovyy 
pz Luvys, in which the hon. Minister testified to the delegates 
of Tu-Duc his sympathy in the fele which was then being cvle- 
brated. The Ictter expressed in the most friendly terms the 
desire of the French Government that the treaty concluded at 
Hué, beween France and the Empire of Aunam, might lead to a 
durable union between the two countrics. Pitan-Tang-G1ane 
received the letter with every mark of respect, holding it for a 
short time in both hands over his head, and thcn said to the 
persons present, “I also offer up the most sincere wishes for 
the long duration of the fricudly relations which now unite the 
two greatest nations of the West and the East.” 





Continental Lntelligence,

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
AMSTERDAM, Oct. 5. 

According to the financial statement of the Minister of 
Finance in the Second Chamber of the States-General, the 
affairs of this country are in a most flourishing condition, 
mainly owing to the possession of Java aud other parts of 
Netherlands India, which contribute largely to the total revenue, 
and enable the Government to pay off every year a part of the 


national debt, and cover the extraordivary expenses that would | 


otherwise have to be raised by new taxes. ‘Ihe disposable 
surplus of the colonial revenue for 1863 is put down at 
26,882,396 fl. 55 cents, or, as the Minister estimates it in round 
numbers, at 27 millions of florins. ‘The estimated home re- 
venue for 1864 is taken at 62,835,695 fl. 80 cents, 
few other items, the total receipts are sct down at 
106,269,949 fl. 13 cents, whilst the expenditure for 1864 is 
estimated as follows :—Ordinary current expenses for the home 
service 73,508,514 A. 59 cents, and extraordinary expenses 
(including 154 millionsfor railroads and 5 millionstowards paying 
off the national debt) 24,634,253 fl. 33 cents, making a grand 
total of 98,142,767 fl. 92 cents, and leaving as surplus the 
respectable sum of 8,127,181 fl. 21 cents. 

The Staats Courant contains the following announcement of

‘on payment of the reduced import duty, provided they are reshipped from. 
Singepare by Dutch vessels OF those astiilated to them by treaty (The 
flags of Russia, France, Belgium, Spain, and Portugal are thus excluded 
from the competition.) In order to obtain such certificate from the 
Colonial Minister, the exporter must send in a declaration stating that the 
goods are to be sent by the overland route, with a specification of the con- 
tents. (This certificate supersedes the one usually required in Nether- 
lands India for goods imported, containing the name of the ship and cap- 
tain.) The certificate granted will be worded as follows :— 

“© Seen and registered, in order to enjoy the privileges accorded to 
goods of Dutch origin, on arrival in Netherlands India by the overland 
mail ofthe . . . 

“<The Hague. . 

«(Signed by the Colonial Department.) 

“Tt will be important to those who may wish to make use of this facility 
to know that the other regulations in force canterning the certificates of 
goods of Dutch produce or industry as contained in the Staats Courant 
of September 25, 1862, must in this case also be complied with.” 


By Royal decree of the 17th of September, 1863, No. 
37 (published in the Staats Courant of the 2nd inst.), cou- 
firmation is granted to the Notarial Act executed by the 
Notary Public, H. A. Amya Esser, at Amsterdam, for the in- 
corporation of the anonymous association called the “Nether- 
lands India Railway Company,” on the petition of Mr. W. 
Poolman, of the Hague, and Mr. A. Mendel, of Amsterdam, 

Addresses of thanks to the Second Chamber of the States- 
General and to the Colonial Minister, for their warm aud 
successful support of the Bill for the railway concession in 
Java, have been received in this country from the merchants 
and others residing at Samarang. 

Mynheer van Reenen has been reappointed by the King as 
President of the Second Chamber during the present session. 

Amongst the petitions receivel by the Second Chamber is 
one from Ratoe Saripha Aysah, eldest daughter of the late 
Sultan Sarif Rasim, dated Singapore, August 10th, complaining 
of the conduct of the Dutch Government with regard to the 
Empire of Pontianak, in Bornes, to the prejudice of the legal 
heirs of the above-named deceased Sultan. ‘Ihe petition was 
given to the Committce of the Chamber for Petitions to examine 
and report on. 

The King has conferred the insignia of Knight of the 4 
tary Order of Willem on his Naval Aide-de-Camp in Ordinary, 
Captain-Lieutenant Younker F. de Casembroot, commander of 
HN.M. steam-corvette Medusa, of 19 guns, for his gallant 
conduct in silencing the forts that traitorously fired on that 
ship in Japan. It is stated that the King wrote him an 
autograph letter of the most flattering description. 

A pamphlet, entitled “A Glance at Java, Saigon, Southern 
China, and Bombay,” and written by Mr, R. W. Bake, has just 
been published at Arnhem by Mr. H. A. Tjcenk Willink. All 
the unfaveurable things the author observed in Java he ascribes 
to the influence of the Liberal party, and the measures taken 
by them and at their instigution, It is only astonishing that 
he does not also lay to their door the failure of the rice crops 
in some parts of Java that he describes! For the rest his 
remarks and «bservations are very superficial, as the title of 
the pamphlet implies ; nevertheless, what he says of Hong 
Kong and Saigon, especially the part relating to the trade of 
those ports, is not altogether devoid of interest. 

A letter from Java, in the otterdam Courant, contains the 
following :— 

“ The submarine telegraph between Batavia and Singapore is as great 
a failure as the Red Sea cable. Mr. Gisborne has now been granted a 
concession for a new line. In the meantime it appears to be the opinion 
of people capable of forming a judgment that another and different route 
would be preferable, viz., a short submarine cable across the narrow Straits 
of Sunda, from Anjer to Telok-Betong, in Sumatra, and then a land line 
to Palembang, with submarine wires again along the coast and to Singapore. 
This would be a much better direction, and the cable would sink and lie 
perfectly safe in the soft mud banks along the coast of Sumatra. At the 
same time it ought not to be overlooked that great natural difficulties 
would have to be surmounted in making telegraph lines on Sumatra, as 
they must necessarily be carried for a long distance through wilderness, 
forests and jungles. _ Above all things, preventive measures must be taken 
to protect the wires from the elephants who occasionally would be apt to 
pull up with their trunks the telegraph posts.” ‘ 

From the annual report of the Dutch Missionary Society, 
read at their last mecting, it appears that their receipts from 
all sources in 1862 were 95,036 florins, showing an increase of 
1,029 florins over 1861, But though their expenditure was 
9,282 florins less than in 1861, it still amounted to 104,318

WEST INDIES. 

The Demerara Court of Policy held sitting on the 26th Angust. The 
Consolidated Immigration Bill, originally drafted by Mr. Crossley, the 
Immigration Agent-General, bad been remodelled, and would be laid 
before the Court in its amended form on the 8th inst. The Court had 
adopted the following resolution :—‘ That this Court requests his Excel. 
lency the Governor will bring under the notice of Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment the fact that while Indian and Chinese immigrants are introduced 
into the colony subject to indentures of service for five years, captured 
Africans above the age of fifteen years are only liable to be bound for 
three years. Further, that his Excellency will express the strong hope of 
the Court that any captured Africans above the age of fifteen years intro. 
duced after this date shall be subject to indenture for five years, the Court 
being satisfied that while the extension of time would be a boon to the 
employers, it would also tend to the future welfare of the Africans, inas- 
much as it would keep them for a longer time under the discipline of in- 
struction and settled habits, and so render them less likely to retire 
beyond the limits of civilisation on the expiration of their terms of 
service.” 





This is altogether a pleasing work. Scenes and characters 
in China are sketched in a natural and unlaboured manner, 
The authoress was in China in an eventful period—1859 to 
1861—during the’ time of our third war, and whilst noting 
the “right English sentiment” of the foreign communities of 
Amoy, Shanghai, and ‘en-teid, was watchful also of the 
changing phases of native sentiment, which she depicts with 
forco and feeling, and with reference to ultimate results. Ex- 
quisitely sensitive to beauty of scenery, she makes it a back- 
ground to some charming portrayals. Villagers, Chinese 
merchants, priests, come before us in their daily’ avocations 
and are taken off to the life. Her beautiful activity of spirit 
displays itself iu every page. A missionary in the truest senso, 
she would, had her life been spared, probably have won to 
herself a name as eminent in its own sphcre as that of 
Florence Nightingale. Thero was a single-hearteduoss in 
her disposition—a devotion to her cause, that made her a 
heroine ; and with all her retirirgness of disposition, she was 
eminently calculated to win her way amidst the nativo popula- 
tion. To the work is appended a very useful and interesting 
narrative of a visit to Nanking by her husband, and to which 
she frequently refers in her letters. We think her father exer- 
cised a very wise discretion in giving these letters to the world, 
which we trust will be the means of inducing others, if not 
equally gifted, at least equally devoted to the cause of missions, 
to take her place, rendered vacant by an early death.

As anticipated in our last, the price of Mesican Dollars has 
fallen. Sales of the last importation have beca made at 5s. 3d., 
and a portion not suitable for the China market, at 5s. 1d. 

‘Ata meeting of the Chartered Bank of India, Australia, and 
China, on the 7th inst. Mr. Mitchell, M.P., in tho chair, the 
available balance was stated to be £56,000, out of which a 
dividend was adopted at the rate of 10 per cent. per annum, 
absorbing £32,000, and leaving about £24,000 to be carried 
forward. It was announced that the company are about to 
open a branch at Batavia, in addition to the branches already 
in operation at Rangoon and Kurrachce. A report of the 
meeting will be found in another column. 

The biddings for £400,000 in bills o2 India took place on 
the 7th at the Bank of England. The proportions allotted 
wero, to Calcutta, £220,000 ; to Bombay, £160,000 ; and to 
Madras, £20,000. The minimum price declared was as be- 
fore:—ls. 14d. per rupee on Calcutta and Madras, and 
1s, 1124. on Bombay, and the applications within the limits 
amounted to £1,210,000. Tenders on Calcutta at 1s. 11§d. 
will receive about 14 per cent.; on Bombay, at 2s., about 68 
per cent. ; on Madras, at Is. L1¥d , about 63 per cent. ; and all 
above these prices in full. : 

The consumption of tea progresses satisfactorily. Relow we 
give a comparative table for three years of the quastity of tea 
and sugar retained for consumption in the five months from 
st April to 31st August.

Bank returns for the week show a renewed falling off of 
£200,000 in the stock of specie, while there is also a diminu- 
tion of £382,000 in the total of “specie and demand notes” 
held by the Government treasury. The accounts of the con- 
dition of the coloured population who have been set free and 
transferred to Washington, or who are retained under the pre- 
tection of the Federal armies, are ‘still of a sad description. 
The accounts also mention a current report that Mr. Stevens, 
the Southern Vice-President, had sailed for Europe with full 
powers from the Confederate Government to make terms with 
the Emperor Napoleon, even including emancipation within a 
reasonable time. There are also statements afloat of the ex- 
istence of @ party in California who are desirous not only of 
seceding from the Union, but of joining the Mexican Empire. 
The Assaye, which was announced as having left witb an instal- 
ment of the submarine cable for the Persian Gulf, put into 
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Plymouth with sprung mainmast, and is now fitting a new one. 
The Tweed, Cospatrick, and steamer Charente, will shortly follow 
with the remainder of the cable, 

The Suez Canal is becoming a formidable nuisance. It hin- 
ders the growth of Egyptian cotton, and, consequently, the 
prosperity of the Egyptian labourers. ‘The cotton pays splen- 
didly, and all the labourers wish to work at it ; but the Suez 
fanatics insist on their 20,000 labourers, which is no little 
drain on the cotton-growing population. The Viceroy, who 
sowed about 4,000 acres lest year in cotton, is said to have 
planted 19,000 this, and to have offered to supply the people 
gratuitously with seed, and he hopes next year will see 70,000 
to 100,000 acres under cultivation. 

The annexed circular in connection with the old estate of 
Messrs. Reid, Irving and Co, has just beeu made public. ‘here

ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 

Tea.—The lust few days the attention of the trade has been directed 
to the cargoes of the five ships from Foo-chow, samples of which have 
been freely placed upon the market. Only a small portion, chiefly of fine 
to finest kinds, have as yet found buyers, at prices rather in favour of 
purchasers, The general cuiturn of these teas confirms tive opinion gene~ 
rally entertained by the trade, after tasting those ex Bulana and Fiery 
Cross. The Annette has arrived from Hankow, with the new season's 
Monings and Wopaks, but her teas are only just on the market. ‘There 
has been a fair demand for all kinds of Congou, up to good commer 
about previous prices. Fair to good Sinchune Kais, and fair Ka 
kinds, of old import, have been suld to a fair extent at rather 
prices. Fair to good Ho-Hows and Niug-Chows have been saleable at 
the low rates current, say from Is. to 1s. 3d. per Ib. There has been a 
steady demand for second-class Honarns, Monings, and Wopaks, at from 
Is. 4d. to Is. 8d. per Ib., being about previous prices. Good and fine 
Kaisows of old import have been sold rather lower; a few of the finest 
kind still to be met with have been cold for export. In old season’s fine 






















Monings and Wopaks, a limited business bas been done at about former 
prices. The sales of good to fine Kaisows show a decline of about 1d. 
per Ib. ‘The finest kinds, as also of the Pakling, have supported former 


rates. Tayshans have sold at about former prices. Fair to good Oolongs 
have sold at a decline of Id. to 2d. per Ib. at public auction without re- 
serve. Fine have been rather more wanted, Souchongs remain much 
as last month, Flowery Pekoes have been sold irregularly at public 
sale. Common to fair Scented Capers have sold fully Id. per Ib. 
Fine, Canton and Foo-chow make, wanted. Fair to good Scented 
Orange Pekoes have sold lower at the public sales, but latterly rather 
better prices have ruled. Fine, both of Canton and Foo-chow make, 
have sold at fully former prices, being rather scarce. The new season’s 
Foo-chow make have not been of quality equal to former years. Un- 
coloured Japans have sold irregularly, in some cases at 4d. per Ib. decline, 
but they are again in demand for export. There have been no public 
sales of Indian Teas, but one will take place on the 15th. In Green Teas 
there has been a large amount of business. Purchases to some extent 
have been made for export to America and Canada, both of ‘Twankays, 
Hyson Skins, and Young Hysons, chiefly the latter, including a large 
quantity of Japan kinds, had been held for some time ; these sold 
at somewhat irregular prices, but gencrally ata decline of fully 1d. per 
Ib. Inall the better kinds of Young Hyson prices show an advance of 
fully 1d. per lb. Hysons, of good to fine quality, have sold Id. per Ib.

Sitx.—The following is from the circular of Messrs. Waithman, 
Jacomb, and Hogg, of Ist inst. :— We have had a sudden and un- 
looked for rebound in the silk market during the past month, and a large 
business has been transacted both in China and Japan silk, the quotations 
of to-day being from Is. to Is. 6d. above the lowest prices of August. 
The deliveries for the month, 3,784 bales of China and 1,988 bales of 
Japan, indicate that consumption is progressing on a somewhat improved 
scale. The latest accounts from China report total settlements to date (4th 
August) 8.800 bales, against 22,500 bales in 1862, and 9,500 in 1861. 
Unsold stock on the market was estimated at 14,000 bales, agains! 18,000 
in 1862, and 14,000 in 1861. Prices were firm, notwithstanding the un- 
satisfactory nature of the advices from this side, and No. 3 Tsatlee was 
fetching 420 tacis, equal to 23s, Gd. per Ib. here; while Taysaams, owing 
to their scarcity, had been sold for native consumption at prices utterly 
unknown in this market.
